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REACTION TO SOFTWOOD LUMBER AGREEMENT 
 
 
 WASHINGTON, D.C. – Idaho Senators Larry Craig and Mike Crapo and Rep. C.L. “Butch” Otter 
had the following reaction to the United States and Canada reaching an agreement on softwood lumber 
trade:
